requirements,” We, as foreign nations, ought 
to take care that she gets that army and it is 
kept in order. Many gentlemen have said to 
me:.“ Perhaps you‘are right there, but ‘what 
he wants is to have her finances put in order.” 
Tsay, very well but how are you going to do 
it? You send down a commissioner to Sze- 
chuan, or any other province to put the finances 
In order; unless he has, the security which 
only police can give, the mandarin will laugh 
at hin Take the case of Egypt. As you. 
know the. finances of Exypt, jn which many 
nations were ‘concerned, got into a most rotten 
state, and England offered to ‘put them right. 
She sent out several commissioners and what 
was the result? Several countries invested their 
money in Egypt because they thought -every- 
thing was goingright, They forgot the elemen- 
tary question, which isthe security you must get 
first.
